Finally, the worker must be 
permitted what may be termed the 
return to himself, which should be 
an adequate sum over and above 
the mere necessary living expenses 
and the amount to be set aside for 
emergency and his later years.” 

“Greater Responsibilties.” 

In testimony yesterday Zimring 
undertook to show that the train- 
men have greater responsibilities 
now and are more efficient than in 
earlier years.

Money Rushed by Truck 
From Cleveland to Pre- 
pare for Anticipated Fur- 
ther Withdrawals.

TOLEDO, O., Aug. 18.—State 
and Federal forces merged their 
efforts today to deal with Toledo’s 
banking problems, resulting from 
the closing of five large banks with- 
in the last 24 hours. 

Eleven million dollars was on 
hand when remaining banks opened 
for business this morning, sent here 
last night by armored truck from 
the Federal Reserve Bank at Cleve- 
land. Yesterday’s withdrawals 
were steady, bankers reported, but 
no alarm was felt. 

About 150,000 depositors are af- 
fected by the closings, which tied 
up an estimated $80,000,000 in de- 
posits. 

The Toledo Trust Co. and the 
First National Bank opened at 
7:30 a. m., an hour and a half be- 
fore the customary time. The 
Spitzer-Rorick Trust and Savings 
Bank opened at &§ a. m., and the 
West Toledo National Bank also 
opened early. There were no 
crowds such as greeted the banks 
at the opening of business yester- 
day, hiwever, and bh nkers were 
confident that the situation was 
well in hand.

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Gandhi Denies He Is Saint, 
Believes in Reincarnation

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Although He Is Hindu, He Would Not Have 


World Converted 


to That Religion 


Through ‘Missionaries. 


By the Associated Pregs, 

BOMBAY, India, Aug. 18.—Mak- 
ing a mystic religion out of politics 
w:thout s&crificing any of the prac- 
tical effectiveness of the latter has 
been one of the chief accomplish- 
ments of Mahatma Gandhi. 

Faced with the self-chosen task 
of uplifting a poverty-stricken pop- 
ulation, Gandhi turned to the most 
enduring characteristic of his peo- 
ple, their love for the mystic. 

His silences, fasting and ascetic 
life have long been the methods by 
which religious zealots have made 
of themselves “holy men” in this 
land of Brahma, Vishnu and Siva. 

Gandhi makes no claim of su- 
perhuman powers for himself, con- 
vinced though he is of the strength 
of his own leadership. 

“I have no supernatural pow- 
ers,” he says. “I receive no in- 
spiration from heaven, no divine 
revelation or message. 

“Iam clothed with the same cor- 
ruptible flesh, subject to the same 
frailties, possessed of the same 
weaknesses, as the humblest. of 
mankind.” 

A Saint to His People. 

The Indian peasants, however, 
see in hirn all the qualities of saint- 
hood, hence their fastening upon 
him of the title Mahatma, or 
“Great Soul.” 

He has renounced the world’s 
goods and pleasures, lives as hum- 
bly as a beggar and practices the 
virtues that have been sanctified 
by the holy men of all ages and 
creeds. 

He goes about half naked, his 
emaciated body covered only from 
waist to knees by a piece of home- 
spun cotton cloth. 

He has taken a vow of poverty 
and turned over all his own riches 
to the poor. 

Wherever he can drop his straw 
mats and milk his flock Of goats he 
calls home. 

He. seldom sleeps under cover, 
but curls up on a mat under the 
stars. 

He never sits on a chair, but 
squats, Buddha fashion, upon the 
floor. 

Ceaselessly he spins, using a 
rude contrivance of his own fash- 
ioning. 

His food, mostly dates and goats’ 
milk, costs him about $15 a year. 
Reads in Many Religions. 

Gandhi does much reading and 
studying. He has perused the Bi- 
ble several times over and has read 
the scriptures of Buddhism, the ko- 
ran of Mohammedanism and the 
sacred writings of almost every 
other religion.

To that end he would break down 
customs in various sects, such as 
the Hindus’ caste system and child 
marriage, which might operate to 
prevent consummation of the 
brotherhood of man. 

Gandhi applies this Philosophy 
to almost every situation. In the 
midst of the 1930 civil disobedience 
campaign some peasants who com- 
Plained to him about excessive tax- 
ation by a native rajah were told to 
80 to jail ratner than submit. 

“But you forget,” they said, ‘‘that 
we have wives and children de- 
Pendent upon us.” 

“You assume too large a respon- 
sibility,” retorted Gandhi. “You 
forget that there is a righteous 
God whose responsibility is to care 
for your loved ones 80 long as you 
dare to stand for the truth.”

PAMPLONA, Spain, Aug. 


18.— 


. Forty-two would-be toreadors fell 
before the wild bulls and cows re- 
leased in the city streets during 


this year’s observance of the his- 


toric “Fiesta of San Fermin.” 


Their slight wounds were re- 
ceived in two major events which 
consisted of the so-called ‘“‘enclos- 


ure” of bulls destined.for the usual 
affray in the ring, and the libera- 


tion in the city plaza of a half 


dozen small but valiant cows to 


challenge the best technique of 


amateurs and ragamuffins who 
came to risk their necks. 

One event is considered equally 
as dangerous, exciting and desir- 
able as the other. When the huge 
and thoroughly annoyed bulls are 
released at a stipulated point along 
a barricaded route of several city 
blocks to the bull-ring, hundreds of 
amateurs leap into the street and 
attempt to outrun the charging 
beasts. 

It is a case where agility and 
fleetness constitute the only bar- 
riers to. defeat. Usually, in the 
heat of the chase various “torea- 
dors,” more valiant than their 
companions, attempt to pass the 
wave of stamping animals to one 
side or another, using coats or 
eombreros in a bit of fancy cape 
work to divert the plunging, herd. 

Those who are not caught in this 
scramble then seek the public plaza 
where they can show their skill 
with improvised capes and dummy 
swords against the cows, 

Rules of the fiesta do not permit 
the wounding of the cows and they 
are returned to their pastures fol- 
lowing the public appearance. But 
the harvest of injured boys and 
men is usually heavy, and some 
years the fiesta has brought death 
to a few unskilled matadors. 

Despite the persistent effort of 
various persons and organizations 
to bring about suspension of the 
enclosure and plaza ceremonies, 
these events have shown an in- 
creasing popularity each year,

Final Census Returns

Density, 1574 Persons to Square Mile. 


Show 20 Pct. Increase 


of St. Louis, givin it 1,293,516 in- 
habitants,, were made public today 


by the Federal Census Bureau 
through the Ch ber of Com- 
merce. The total is 395 higher 


than the one published by the Post- 
Dispatch on July 16, 1930, the Post- 
Dispatch compilation having been 
based on the partly revised data 
of the local census supervisors. 
St. Louis proper gets a final 
population count of 821,960, which 
is 72 less than in an announcement 
last year, but the final figure was 
made known in Washington dis- 
patches last May. The only other 
material difference disclosed by the 
final statement was an increase of 
561 for MadiS&on, Il. 
The census, it will be recalled, 
was made in April, 1930. In the 
decade since the preceding enumer- 
ation, in 1920, the population of 
the metropolitan zone, as it is now 


constituted, increased by 221,987, 
or 20.7 per cent. The _  district’s 
population, in the latest census, 


averaged 1574.5 persons per square 
mile, for an area of 821.54 square 
miles. 
Included in the district are: St. 
Louis; all of St. Louis County ex- 
cept Meramec -Township; St. 
Charles (city): nine nearby town- 
ships of St. Clair County, Ill, in- 
cluding East St. Louis and Belle- 
ville, and seven nearby townships 
of Madison County, including Al- 
ton, Granite City, Collinsville and 
other industrial towns. 

Growth of Suburbs.

It mict 
the requirements of the Census Bil- 
reau as to density of population in 
tRe region adjacent to a central 
city. The general rule of the Cen- 
sus Bureau has been to include with 
a central city, such as St. Louis, al! 
surrounding townships and other 
contiguous minor civil divisions 
having a density of not less than 
150 inhabitants per square mile; 
also minor divisions of less density 
directly adjoining the central city 
or nearly surrounded by other divi- 
sions having the requisite density. 
Zones resulting from application oft 
this rule, the statement said, may 
or may not correspond with the in- 
dustrial or trade district of the cen- 
tral city. 


The bureau decided to permit 
chambers of commerce in metropol- 
itan centers to make the announce- 
ments of zone populations becatire 
of their assistance in supplying 
data.

socially it is not. Legally and, therefore, socially, 
we are still, so to speak, in the eighteenth century. 
We are living in a wilderness of laws, based largely 
upon concepts of a comparatively primitive time. In 
our philosophy, assuredly in our practice, property 
rights have overbalanced human rights. Through 
invention and organization, tremendous fortunes 
have been accumulated, but we have not abolished 
slums. Between the extremes of poverty and wealth, 
we have charted unprecedented distances. 
All this may be trite, too. It has frequently been 
said before. But the consequences as depicted by 
Mr. Anderson are arresting. It is in this inexcusable 
inequality the causes of crime germinate and grow. 
Economic insecurity is the prolific mother of crime. 
Our experience has shown that we cannot correct 
conditions by multiplying laws of ancient vintage, 
largely repressive in character.

Laissez- 
faire. is a dead institution and he would bury many 
of our statutory thou-shalt-nots in the same grave. 
He visions a civilization in which social respon- 
sibility is the accepted faith. He would have that 
sense of responsibility as operative during the mak- 
ing of a fortune as sometimes now characterizes 
its administration. By some this will be pronounced 
Utopian. As Mr. Anderson sees it, he has outlined 
the only way by which the present economic system 
can endure. He bespeaks a nobler America. 

One concrete suggestion is offered—the creation 
of an institute of human research to detect -and 
treat emotional or physical defects in the beginning 
as a practical preventive of criminality. 

Such is his message. Its full import can be ap- 
prehended only by a reading of the text. The effort 
will be handsomely repaid. 

Mr. Anderson has st*pped from membership in 
the Wickersham Commission into the full stature of 
a national figure.

ST. LOUISANS LIVE LONGER. 

Striking figures on the improvement of public 
health in St. Louis in the last half century are con- 
tained in the annual report of the Health Commis- 
sioner. The death rate was reduced from 30.5 per 
1000 population in 1873 to 13.8 per 1000 in 1929. 
Nearly half the deaths were among infants under 5 
in 1873 and four-fifths were among persons under 
40, while in 1929 the infant mortality proportion had 
been reduced to 10 per cent and less than one-third 
of the deaths were among persons under 40. 
Science has been steadily increasing the chances 
of our children for long life. Meanwhile, as the 
average age has grown higher, the number of deaths 
attributable. to diseases of age, notably organic heart 
disease and chronic nephritis, has increased greatly. 
Conditions of our rapid modern life also have con- 
tributed to these sources, but another explanation for 
the increased death rate from heart disease and from 
cancer lies in improved diagnosis. 

Smallpox killed 837 St. Louisans in 1873 and none 
in 1929, and the health authorities insist that a per- 
son with a successful vaccination record cannot con- 
tract smallpox./ Typhoid fever has been all but elim- 
inated through continuing work to abate insanitary 
conditions and impure water. Medicine has greatly 
reduced the toll of tuberculosis, but the report 
reminds St. Louis again of the woeful need for 
more hospital space for the tubercular. Tetanus, 
which claimed 67 lives in 1873, took only four in 
1929. Pneumonia is not so deadly as formerly. 
Epidemic cerebro-spinal fever (meningitis), which 
had a death rate of 162 per 100,000 in 1873, had a 
rate of only 1.3 per 100,000 in 1929. Health Com- 
missioner Starkloff is to be commended for the part 
he has played in fostering our public health.

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SMITH VS. ROSENWALD. 

Frank L. Smith’s charge that Julius Rosenwald 
offered him the equivalent of $555,000 to withdraw 
from the Illinois senatorial race in 1926 is made at 
a time when Mr. Rosenwald’s illness forbids a reply. 
We believe the public will reserve judgment until 
such a time as he can do so. 
Meantime, on one side of this singular affair is 
a discredited Illinois politician, protege of Samuel 
Insull, who was refused admission to the United 
States Senate,’and on the other one of America’s 
most honored men. Mr. Rosenwald’s long career as 
a merchant, philanthropist and worker in. public 
causes is a saga of fine accomplishment. 
What impression, we should like to ask, is Mr. 
Smith trying to create? Is it that his sense of 
honor was s0 delicate that he could not accept the 
alleged offer of Mr. Rosenwald? In that case, where 
was his sense of honor when he accepted campaign 
contributions of $203,000 from Samuel Insull and 
other public utility executives? It must have been 
on a prolonged vacation, for Smith was then chair- 
man of the Illinois Commerce Commission, whose 
duty it is to regulate public utilities, including 
those owned by Mr. Insull. Mr. Smith, then, sitting 
in a semi-judicial position, was not unwilling to 
accept this huge sum from litigants in the commis- 
sion, though there is a specific Illinois law against 
such action. 
After full investigation of the Smith case, to which 
his own contribution consisted largely of stammer- 
ing denials, the Senate of the United States voted 
to refuse him a seat because his acceptance and 
use of campaign contributions “is contrary to sound 
public policy, harmful to the dignity and honor of 
the Senate, dangerous to the perpetuity of free 
government and taints with fraud and corruption the 
credentials for a seat in the Senate presented by the 
said Frank L. Smith.” The vote was 61 to 23. 
There were no witnesses to the alleged meeting 
in a Chicago hotel of Mr. Rosenwald and Mr. Smith. 
The outcome of the controversy will depend upon 
one’s word against the other’s, and a denial by Mr. 
Rosenwald should settle it for all time. But even 
if the latter did make such an offer, it was at worst 
an indiscretion prompted by the desire to save 
Illinois from representation in the Senate by an 
unfit person. 
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SENATOR SHEPPARD’S GREAT IDEA. 
Good old Morris Sheppard, Senator from Texas, 
one of the authors of the eighteenth amendment and 
thus one of the fathers of the noble experiment, is 
out with another bright idea. He would deport to 
Russia American citizens who are supplying the 
Soviet Government with capital, brains and ma- 
chinery. This would include hundreds of engineers 
and technical advisers who are now in Russia. It 
would say good-by to Ralph Budd, president of the 
Great Northern Railroad, and Car] Raymond Gray, 
president of the Union Pacific, whose advice about 
railroad problems the Soviet has sought. Col. Hugh 
Cooper, builder of Keokuk Dam and now chief engi- 
neer in charge of the great Dnieper River project 
in Russia, would be exiled forever. Turbines for 
the dam were made by the General Electric Co., and 
since it is obviously impossible to deport that corpo- 
ration, Mr. Sheppard would favor sending Owen D. 
Young, its chairman, and Gerard Swope, its presi- 
dent, to the Siberian wastes to meditate upon their 
misdeeds. In short, Mr. Sheppard’s latest thought 
measures up in every particular to the intellectual 
caliber he displays as a champion of probibition.

While other nations work for peace through League and World Court, this country 
holds aloof, saying it will act in time of emergency; we rely on treaties and out- 
worn diplomatic methods, shunning machinery set up to avert war; our devices will 
be useless when conflict begins; U. S. urged to join world-wide planning for peace. 


UR foreign policy, as it has developed 
Over the last decade, boils down to this 
generalization: The United States does 
not intend to make commitments in ad- 
vance as to what course it will adopt in any 
particular contingency. This principle, 
launched somewhat timidly in the Harding 
regime, has been given explicit and repeated 
expression by Mr. Coolidge and Mr. Hoover. 

“In case of danger,” said Mr. Coolidge, 
“we can join in any consultation that seems 
necessary to us when it arises. No agree- 
ment “about it in advance is necessary or 
desirable. It would be more practical to 
await the event. Our position can then be 
ascertained.” President Hoover in his last 
Armistice day address phrased the idea as 
follows: “We believe that our contribution 
can best be made in these emergencies, when 
nations fail to keep their undertakings of 
pacific settlement of disputes, by our good 
offices and helpfulnéss, free from any ad- 
vance conmmitnrent or entanglement as to 
the character of our action.” 

How far this doctrine is a rationalization 
of our failure to keep step with other na- 
tions in their development of alternatives 
for war, or to what extent it represents the 
sense of frustration and impotence of the 
executive branch of our Government, faced 
with a rigid constitutional provision under 
which it must share with the legislative 
branch responsibility for our foreign rela- 
tions, is perhaps impossible to determine. 


patent our difficulties may be, the fact re- 
mains that the doctrine enunciated by Pres- 
idents Coolidge and Hoover not only is out 
of line with the entire development of the 
world since 1918, but is fundamentally in- 
compatible with the obligation which we 
assumed when, with 59 other nations, we 
signed the Briand-Kellogg pact. In that 
pact we covenanted never to seek the settle. 
ment of disputes except by pacific means. 
But what are the “pacific means’? What 
precise methods or technique have we de- 
veloped to make this clause effective? Do 
we intend to rely on the old practices of di- 
plomacy that proved so futile a barrier 
against war in 1914? Do we seriously be- 
lieve that our new bilateral treaties of ar- 
bitration, with their conditions and excep- 
tions, and with the necessity which they 
involve of a fresh reference to the Senate. 
will avert disaster when mass passion has 
been aroused? 

Yet, except for these two methods, we 
have no answer to the question. Or, rather, 

our answer is entirely in the negative. We 

will not join the League,, We have not 
joined the Court. We will not sign the op- 

tional clause. We will have nothing to do 

with the general act. Except in the region 

of the Pacific Ocean, we will not agree to 

consult with other Powers in time of danger. 

We even decline to say in advance that we 

will not act as an armory for nations that 
run amuck—and the Capper, Burton and 

Porter resolutions, designed to give assur- 
ance to the world on this point, have been

Disaster awaits us 
around the corner—new wars, new methods 
of mass slaughter; indeed, the possibility 
that the inheritance of civilization may be- 
come little more than a memory. We'are 
face to face with situations which our fa- 
thers in 1787 never foresaw, and we cannot 
hope to muddle through armed only with 
the machinery and the ideas they laid down. 

It will not avail us to appeal to tradition 
and old techniques. It will not excuse us 
to claim that constitutional limitations stand 
in the way of our participation in preven- 
tive measures. This is a time when tradi- 
tions that no longer fit must be thrown 
aside, and practices that are no longer ap- 
plicable must be scrapped. This is a time, 
indeed, when no country can hesitate in tak. 
ing risks for peace. 

Not by improvisation, but by careful plan- 
ning, wil] the cataclysm of another war be 
wavoided. No longer can we trust the in- 
spiration of the moment or dare to gan:bie 
that some happy chance will seé us through 
the crisis. The risk is now too great and 
the penalty of failure far too ruinous. ‘Tho 
strategy of peace must be worked out. with 
the same painstaking detail which has hith- 
erto been reserved for the strategy of war. 
Conscious contro] must be substituted for 
chance, and collective planning for haphaz- 
ard circumstance. ,

Causes of Stuttering 


T a recent meeting of the 

American Society for the study 

f disorders of speech a group 

of experts put forth their opinions 

as to the causes and treatments 
of stuttering. 

In -reading a summary of their 
discussion one is impressed with 
the diversity of views. One is led 
to believe that either we still 
know very little about the causes 
of stuttering or else—which ap- 
pears to be more warranted—that 
the causes are many and varied. 

Dr. Smiley Blanton, who h4s de- 


speech defects, fittingly described 
stuttering as a difficult combina- 
tion of organic, constitutional and 
functional factors. Emotional and 
psychologic difficulties were 
agreed upon as among the prin- 
cipal causes. 

Treatment, therefore, requires 
speech training such as is used for 
the training of the voice and 
speech of nonstutterers and a def- 
inite knowledge of and the ca- 
pacity to apply mental hygiene in 
order to resolve the hampering 
emotional fixations that embarrass 
the stutterer. 

Dr. Blanton observed with war- 
rant that the emotional problems 
from which the stutterer suffers 
cannot be adequately treated by 
good will, a kind heart and inspi- 
rational talks. 


While emotional factors are con- 
sidered the underlying cause of 
stuttering, there are others that 
are influencing or predisposing in 
character. 

Enlarged adenoids, digeased ton- 
sils and defective teeth may, by 
reflex action, cause the sufferer te 
stutter. 


General weakness resulting from 
malnutrition, illness or overwork 
and shock, fear and hysteria may 
also predispose the sufferer to stut- 
tering. 

An hereditary factor has been 
noted in a number of cases. One 
explanation that has been strongly 
advanced by one group of phychol- 
Ogists is that stuttering is the re- 
suit when left handed children are
